Schmidt said today. 
“Don’t you like Americans?” he 
was asked.

enough 
money,” he replied. , 
“The American Dairy Cattle Co., 
which forwarded the milch cows to 
Germany asked us to do this so 
that the boys could report on con­ 
ditions on their return. 
We would 
be glad to guide other parties about 
the country, but it cannot be done.” 
Asked ir what they 
had 
seen 
would appear to justify the gift of 
the cattle to Germany, several of 
the Americans said: 
“ We have had plenty to eat and 
have 
been 
banqueted

gry children and tubercular adults

cal condition and recommend med­ 
ical or surgical 
attention 
as 
is 
deemed necessary.
